Tho foUowmg cómment on tho 
state of mi norit y subcontractors 
anti affirmative action ukh s pre- 
pared by John Ge o r ge, recent iy 
eiécied as the first Black member 
of the Alcimeda County Board of 
Supervisors. 

Recently the Boord of Supervi¬ 
sors resolved to set 20 per cent os 
its affirmative oction goal in 
construct ion of Oakiand's pre-de- 
tention focility and new court- 
house, Tbïs ïs a 100 per cent in* 
crèose over the county 's existing 
policy. And althnugh the chunge 
öppties only to tho Iwo projects, it 
does show that the Board ac- 
knowledges at least some of 
the* obstades tliat face minorily 
firms. 

Some of these diffïculties have 
root in the foundation of Ameri¬ 
can sneial and class structure- 
nthers are more easily pinpoint- 
ed, oqually damaging. Among 
these are the minority firms' lack 
of bonding and exposure. 

Most minority firms — that is H 
those firma with at least 50 per 
cent ownership by Asian Ameri¬ 
can,. Black American. Native 
American or Spanish American 
persons — are not bonded. This 
is often due to the discriminatory 
practices of some insurance agen- 
des when approached by a 
minority finn aeeking bonding. It 
frequently seems that little 
weight is given io the firm s 
professional merit and capability. 
Instead the tlecision whether or 
not to bond a firm hinges solely 
on notions of the firin owner's 
' 'character 1 ' asevidencedthrough 
his/her color, name or business 
address in a 'liigh risk" area. 

This lack of bonding bas a 
doublé impact. First, though 
bonding is not absolutely nethes- 
sary for subcontractors, it does 
increaae ;heir attractiveness to 
the gcnerul contractor who there- 
by assuraes minimal Bnancml risk 
in -Sécuring Lhal firm r s services. 

Second, and more important,

On August 7, 1970, yoiiug Comrade Jonathan Jackson entered a 
Marin County. Caljfornio. cóurlroom where San Quemin inmnte 

James McCInin was defendïng himself on fnlse charges pf assaulting 
a guard. Also present in the cuurtroom on behalf of McCIain were 
in ma les Wdlinin ChrtStmas and. Ruchell Magee. Jonathan 
intomipted court proceedinga and gave weapons Lo McClain, 
Christmas and Magee; they all lelt the courtroom, taking sevenü 
jumrs, the prosecutur and the judge with them. VVithin minutes the 
van Jonathan and his party had gotten into was riddled with bullets 
from the guns nf San Quenlin guards and other state agenls, lenving 
Jonathan, McClain, Christinas and the judge dead. Years nfter this 
couragoous act by Jonathan Jnckson. the ' J mon-chiki, evidence 
pointe to the fact thal he and his brother, Black Paul hor Party Field 
Marshal George Jackson (who was killed a year later), were both 
victims of ï! federnl police cnnspiraqy to doslroy the prison 
movement,

Testifyïng on Project MK- 
ULTRA" - the code name for 
the CIA's top sccret drug testing 
program — before ft joint hearing 
of the Sonate» Select Committee 
on Intelligence and the Health 
Subcommiuec. CIA Direclor Ad- 
miral Sta na field Turner said that 
the foreign intelUgence agency 
had sccretly financed hu men 
helmvior contro] experiment» at 
80U.S* and Cunadïan institutions 
between 1950 and 1963. 

Forty-four colleges and univer- 
sities, Vó réseurch foundaiionH, 
Chemical and pharmaceutieal 
compames; 12 hos pita Is and 
clinics; and three prjsons were 
omoog the 80 insiilutions. Turner 
explained, He refused to divulge 
ihe names of the facilities or the 
185 nongovernment researcher» 
in the 149 separate research 
projecis that were conductcd at 
these inslitutions. 

“Most of the peopk and 
institutions invol ved are not 
awarc of Agency sponsorship, ’ 
Turner maintained. “We should 


certainly assiime that the re- 
searchers and inslitutions, . , 

acted in good faith in the belief 
that they were aiding their 
govejfnment," the CIA directer 
tidded.

MK-ULTRA was created in the 
1950's due to the government’s 
paranoic belief that the Sovjet 
Union and other communist coun- 
tries had dövtdoped a secret 
mind-altering technique. MK- 
ULTRA was onginahy df'sigrtLNd 
to fïnd ways of countering such 
brainwashing. 

The new ly released CIA docu¬ 
ment s. however, revealed that 
the project was later changed to 
Fmd wöys of making subject» ac:

“American politica in relalion lo southem 
Africa are nutu rally delermitied by America, 
and in America‘s interest*. Rul the U.S.A. is 
very powerful. It catnnot rtvoid affect ing 
dcvi Icpments in the rest of the wnrld oven if it 
wishes to do so. Africa therefore h&y a 
legllim&te interest in American policies. 
Furthcr, becausc the srlruggle for human 
dignily is one which bolh America and most 
African States have espoused. Afries feeb it 
hos the right to aak thai America power s hou ld 
hdp. and not hinder, its slruggJe forjustice. 

Africa is not asking for American military 
help If USA was wïlling to provide weapons 
for the people s ow n struggles w here war 
against the coEonialists and racists hos betome 
mcvïtabje, that wou ld be welcome. Bui we do 
noi want American farces any mcre than we 
want Russian orChinese forces, 

POLITICA L SUPPORT 

Africa is asking the USA to give politicol 
and economie support to the nationalist cau.se 
in Southern Africa — and to the independent 
States like Zambia and Mozambique whieb are 
so badly bil by U. fndced, on the basis of its 
(V*n dfcclared prtntiples, it seema to us that 
America wouVd be active in Kupporting the- 
U.N simctions againsL Rhodesia, in backing up 
the U.N. attempts to gei South Africa out of 
Namibia; and in furthering the isolation of the 
apartheid govemment of South Africa as n 
source of racinlist infection for the wholc 
world. In parlicular we wou ld ex peet the re to 
be special emphasis given to the arms embargo 
against South Africa and Rhodcsia, 

Tn the past these Alrican expectaliona and 
hope» have not boen fulfilled In United, 
Nations dlscussions about apartheid in South 
Africa, about freedom for Namibia, and about 
international opposition to the Smith regime in 
Rhodesta, the USA and its allies have time and 
again supported South Africa. The American 
veto in the Security Council hoe been used to 
prevent international de ri slons adverse to 
these raciaUst minority govemmento Further, 
not only have American firma and individu als 
evaded the U.N. sanCtions against Khodesia 
with impunily. even the US. Congress bas 
nuthorized the pure base of Rhodesian chrome 
American dtizens have fought on the si de of 
South Africa when it invaded Angola. 
American ex-servicemen ore now fighting in 
the Smith iirmy against the freedom fighlers of 
Zimbabwe, 

The first signs of a change in USA policies 
eucre in early 1976. Africa welcomed ihem, bui 
soon came to the conclusion that Lhey were 
half-hearted and prompted more by auper 
power competitioti than by a genuine concern 
forequality and ju slice in Southern Africa. The 
mam focus of your country‘a atention to these 
mattera was aüIJ Hussia, China and Cuba — 
not Africa. 

During 1977 there have been American 
iilatemenls. and somf actlons, of a very 
diffr-o-nt nature The demand for human rights 
no longer üppears Lo be juatxi atidt witli which 


(O iittaek Communist statos, it seems to be u 
genuine offort to sujjport juslice in other statos 
oï welU The poliey statements by President 
Carter and Secretary Vance; tho cleor line 
Uiken by Vice President Mondalc in his 
discUBsions wüth Mr V orator: the onderstand’ 
ing revealed by the American ambassndor to 
the United Na Li ons; AM thes^things have given 
to Africa renewed hope, and the possibililty of 
renewed fasth in America, 

“This ia not to say that there are no 
differences or disagreeniems bet ween Tanza- 
nian and American policïes. Nor is it possible 
to wdpe out in a few months the mutua] 
üusptekins which grew out of years of 
American, practical support for the raclalist 
stater» of Southern Africa, America i.3 nol o 
moneitEhic society, all of w r hose |>eop3e 
nutomatïcally gfw fuli support to the nctions of 
the govemment they elecled. 

Rut Africa neither produces miracles, nor 
expects them. \V r hat we soe in current 
American poliey is grounds for n belief thol the 
USA is not au toni at] cal ly hostilê to African 
aspirotions for frc4dom,, and an American 
recognition Lhat African nationalism, with iLs 
de mand for racial equality, is n genuïnely 
indigenous force — nnl an aspect of 
Communist conspiracics against Western 
inLorest. 

Rossibilities of misunderstanding, and 
divergent American and African poRcics, 
remain. For slow and grodual change in 
Southern Africa is no longer sufficiënt. 
Changes in Southern African governmenus or 
soctal sLrurtures whic h might somc ten or fif- 
tcen years ugohavebeen welcomeduNasignof 
hope, are now irrelevant, Too muny people 
have diecl in the meantime; too many false 
hopes have boen oroused and betrayed 

Tn Rhodesia, time has completely run out, 
The only way the war tan be etopped is hy o 
transfer of power to the mnjority, If combined 
Rritish and American nctions can quickly 
achieve such a transfer of power — in rcal 
lerms, whic h Includes ending the power of the 
present Smith anrny - only the people of 
Zimbabwe themselves could be happier than I 
would be. We in Tanzania support the aitempt. 
We do not have much hope of ito succesa, for 
we know tan Smith and his col leagues. 

Tn Namibia aJso, Tanzania welcomea the 
atlempt now being made by America and its 
allies to secure a South African evacuation of 
the territory, and tho establishment of a 
govemment hused on the prindples of Unity 
and Nun-RftcLaiism. Again, wc do not havo 


mtich hope of its success. We underatand — 
and lo some extern share — the suspicions of 
SWAPO [South West Africö People s Orgnni* 
zsitjon |. Bul ii does seem to us now that ihis 
aitempt is genuine, and moüvated by a desire 
to secure a peaceful hut real transfer of pow er 
to the people of Namibia. 

“There could I» 1 si little time for peaceful 
change in South Africa, The w-ar between tho 
non-Whites and the White govemment under 
which lhey suffer has not yet siarted, With all 
its dangers of beraming u straightfnrward rsce 
w r nr. with terrible knplications for the world, it 
could slïll be avoided if the necd for 
fundamental change waa acccpted, and the 
process begün Rul there is no sign that this 
Ifist-mmute opportunity whll he seizpd by tho 
White minority. 

“Cosmetic changes m apartheid nro only 
insulttng. It is not permission té siay in u.n 
expensive hotel which is tho issue, it is the 
rjght to live m decency and dignitylf the South 
African W r hites really want to avoid disaster for 
Ihemselvtis and Lheir country, they wiil laÈk to 
the Afr krans of South Africa This means 
discussions with genuine African nationalist 
leaders like Mande la. Sisulu, Sobukwe - and 
aho with the young people whn havo stepped 
forward since these older campaignfr* fnr 
freedom were imprisoned American pressure 
on South Africa to move in this direction is very 
welcöme, R will need to he greatly intensified 
before it öchieves prqgress, 

“I have no 'solutton' for the problema of 
Southern Africa, I know that America eannot 
provide one. Any solution wïll have to be 
worked out betWfren uil Lbo poopleg of Southern 
Africa — all ihose who have made thelr homes 
in that part of my continent regarillfss of their 
color* race, or religïon. 

3ïut of one thing 1 nm quilt 1 sure. Pence, 
and progress Lnw^nrds human rights for all p 
can only come when there isnutionnl inclepend- 
enco on t Kc basis of majority rule in eöch 
country, and on the basis of human equölUy. 
tor although racial prejudice cannut be 
eliminated by constitutional change, it is only 
when racial equaljty is enshrined in the legal 
structure of the state, and when the 
govormnent i* coinmiued to building it, that 
peace and cooperation beLweon men beromes a 
possi bility. 

It is our hope that America will u.st‘ its 
great influonce, and a littlo of ita power t to 
support those who strugglc against great cKids 
for justicü — and therefore for ukimate peaco

On Mondoy, August I, police 
fired on a ermvd of stone-throw- 
ing Black student demonstrators 
in Soweto. One youth died of 
shotgun vvounds and another was 
injured. a police spokesperson 
saki. The killing was the third in 
four straight days of police 
attacks on student pretesters in 
the suburban Johannesburg

Over :t/XX) supporters gathcred out&ide of the l-Hotel in Sun 
Frant 1 inca r s Chinatawn/Manilütown district in an unsucccagful at tempt 
to bloei the eviction of 50 poot Chinese and FiUpino tenants^ who were 

varriedout onc by onc, 


(Sim Krancisco, Calif.S - Ten¬ 
ant* of the International Hotel 
(1-Hotel) and over 3*000 sup* 
portera were unsuccessful in 
Rghiirtg ciff mounlcd polïce, 
sheriffs deputies and club- 
swinging cops from the San 
Francisco Police Dcpnrtment's 
Tarlical Sqtitid (Tnc Squudl iaat 
Thursclay momitig, as 50 i-Hotel 
resident* were brütally evicted 
from their home, 

Tenants of the 70-year-o3d 
dweil ing had fought eviction 
proceedings for over nine years. 
but (ast week they were over- 
whetmed as police and sheriffs 
deputies boltercd their way 
through a humsin barricade to 
uike control of the Chinatown 
structure. 

The police atlack began öl 
3:00 u rn. Three linies waves of 
riot-equipped tactical police were 
rcpulsed by the hu ge crowd 
stationed at the entrance to the 
heitel. While tactic squad mem¬ 
berg pounded away at de monstra¬ 
tors with thüir nighl sticks, 
mounted police dtvfirged nt tho 
crowd with their horses, even* 
tuiiïly spïitling up the crowd, 

The hu man barricade stond 
firm for close to an hnur before 
supporters were advised to dis* 
perse ratber llian face further 
brütaUu from politic Then, led 
by flx-wielding San Francisco 
County Sheriff Richard Hongisto, 
sheriffg deputies battered and 
chopped down doors and broke 
out upper-story Windows to begin 
remming tenants and supporters 
barricoded inside the fadlity onc 
by one. 

Many of the tenant? and their 
supporters had leurs in their eyes 
wheti they reoJLzed their nine- 
year batlle to keep the historie 
{-Hotel as low-income housinz for 


the clderty had comc lo an end. 

Hongisto. w ho had served five 
dnys in jsiil earlier this year For his 
refusol to evict the 1-Hotel 
resident?, went door to door 
using an ase to pry open tiny 
apartments within the building 
while deputies camed out over 
200 young supporters and 50 
eklerh Chinese and Füipino 
tenant* oul of the building. 

Five pcople who formed the 
human barricade later required 
hospitahzatinn. 

Nita de la Cruz, one of the 
tenants. cnmmenled, ‘'Even with 
marti at law in the Phjlippines. 1 
had never seen people beat that 
bad/’ 

The I' Hotel eviction took place 
on August 3, just one dny flfter 
Mayor George Moscone and 
Sheriff Richard Hongisto rode the 
coutlails of pro-dist riet electión 
forces in San Frandsco T s special 
elecLion, In the vote on PropOsi- 
tions A ealling for the repeal of 
district elections — and tl — 
which would have forced Mos¬ 
cone and Hongisto, lo rijn for 
rc-éteclion in November — Lhe 
tumout against A carricd both 
measures lo resounding victories 

A last minutc uppeal to Mos- 
conc, asldng hini lo o dopt a ton- 
ants f plan for the city to buy the 
hotel while resident* managed it* 
was rejected by the San Francisco 
mayor. Hongisto, along witb 
police chicf Charles (lam, di- 
rected the eviction of the tenants 
from aroimd the corner on the 
eighth floor of the ultramodern 
Holidoy Inn.
